The river straightening proposal has the further 
advantage that it forms an integral part of the 
railway terminal commission's plans for the rail- 
road development of Chicago. This commission, 
of which Mr. John F. Wallace is chairman, has 
made a comprehensive study of the subject and 
it reports that the project is not only entirely 
feasible but commercially sound. 

In bridging Twelfth street, therefore, the author- 
ities should not sanction any plan which cannot 
be made to conform to the river straightening 
project. It is said that a single leaf bascule bridge 
can be adapted tg a changed course of the river 
with less difficulty than any other type. If that 
is the case the single leaf bridge should be adopted; 
we certainly do not want an unsightly vertical

income of the average skilled workman is not much 
inferior to that of the average farmer, who is not 
only a skilled workman with no eight hour day but 
capitalist as well. xf 

It is true that the farmer has greater assumpnce of 
his job and that an actually great number of farmers 
enjoy a better real income than the best paid wage 
earner, But if the whole six to seven mil! could 
be appraised and an average struck we ne 
thé difference in real income—in ability to command 
neorssities, comforts and enjoyments—would not tip 
very much in favor of the farmer. To call either 
state slavery is the merest misuse of the word. No 
man is bound in the United States today save by his 
own limitations and vices.

Appropriation of $2,500,000 for The 
maintenance of better health service 


advocated in a resolution submitted 
yesterday to the advisory commission 
of health and malnutrition by Dr. W. 
A. Evans, chairman of the subcom- 
mittee on health. 

The meeting at which Dr. Evans’ re- 
port and resolutions for improved 
health service in Chicago schools were 
read and adopted was the last that will 
be held by that commission. The rec: 
ord of its work and activities up to 


to the newly organized board of edu- 
cation for its consideration. 
The health advisory commission was 
organized through the efforts of the 
board members ousted yesterday by the 
appointees of Mayor Thompson. 
Ask Health Chief on Beard. 
The report of the subcommittee on 
health recommended especially that 
there be in the future a more definite 
codperation between the board of edu- 
cation and the department of health. 
To foster such relationship it was sug- 
gested that legislative action be taken 
to permit the commissioner of health 
to become a member of the school 
board. Until such legislative action is 
taken, it was suggested that he be al- 
lowed to attend the board meetings in 


It was further recommended that the 
superinterident of schools be made an 
assistant commissioner of health with- 
out. a salary attached thereto. To 
make this codperation more complete 
the subcommittee advocated that a 
new office be created and the official 
be known as the assistant bureau chief 
in charge of the division of child hygi- 
ene of the department of health. This 
officer would have equal authority in 
the school board and in the department 
of kealth. 

Recommend Record Cards. 

In order that each pupil in the pub- 
lic schools should have more intelli- 
gent health treatment, the report rec- 
ommended that the use of a record 
card be instituted in all of the pri- 
mary and h schools. This card 
would bear a complete record of the 
child’s health condition from year to 
year. 

It was further recommended that a” 
corps of competent and qualified 
trained nurses be attached to the de 
partment of compulsory education. It 
was also sugges.ed that each truant 
officer be authorized to report all cases 
of contagion and violations of quaran- 
tine within his territory to the health

Lamar, Mo., May 28.—Jay Lynch, 
confessed slayer of Sheriff John Har- 
low of Barton county and the sheriff's 
son, was hanged here late this after- 
noon by a mob which took him from 
the hands of officers in the courthouse 
and lynched him in the yard of the 
building. 

Lynch had pleaded guilty to the 
charge and had been given a sentence 
of life imprisonment by Judge B. G. 
Thurman. The murder of which he 
was convicted took place on March 3. 
Lynch had been brought here from 
Butler, Mo., where he has been in con- 
finement since being apprehended at 
La Junta, Colo., several weeks ago« 
The train which brought the prisoner 
here for his trial arrived in Lamar 
at 2 o’clock this afternoon. 


2 Ruse of Judge Falls. 
At 3 o’clock the trial was complet- 
ed and Judge Thurman, fearing vio- 
lence after pronouncing sentence, had 
the prisoner taken into his private of- 
fice. About 500 persons were in the 
courtroom, Lynch was guarded by 
seven Officers. — | 
Shortly after 3 o’clock twenty-four 
men came into the private office of the 
judge and overpowered the guards. 

When the crowd burst in Lynch 
leaped to his feet and pleaded for 
wnercy. Lynch’s wife fainted and his: 
baby was caught as it fell to the floor. 
Mrs. Lynch was not revived until 
nearly two hours later, after her hus- 
band had been pronounced dead by the 
coroner. 
From a corner of the room a stone 
was hurled at Lynch, striking him in 
the head. He fell to the floor, appar- 
ently senseless from the blow. A rope 
was slipped around his neck and he 
was dragged through the courtroom, 
down the stairs, and into the yard. 
Women’s voices were heard In the roar 
which greeted Lynth’s appearance.
